Paper From Cotton Stalks. 

If the plans made by the Cotton 
Stalks Products Company come to 
successful maturity, King Cotton will 
add another appreciable item to his 
long list of benefactions to the south. 
This concern, capitalized by northern 
and southern money, purposes utiliz- 
ing the stalk of the cotton plant in 
the manufacture of paper. Scientific 
experiments have demonstrated that 
paper can be produced from this 
source of as fine grade as from wood 
pulp, and the possibilities are that it 
can be supplied in far greater vari- 
ety. 

Under the decision just reached the 
company will erect an experimental 
plant at Montgomery, as that city 
commands a sweep of territory yield- 
ing ideal materia] from the stand- 
points of quantity and quality. The 
project will be given a thorough try- 
ing out; all problems bearing on the 
chemical, mechanical and commercial 
sides will be fully investigated, and 
the practical potentialities of this now 
discarded by-product will be deter- 
mined beyond peradventure. If the 
Montgomery plant is successful, ad- 
ditonal factories will be established 
at other central points in the south, 
and the aim will be to develop this 
new industry as rapidly as is com- 
patible with thoroughness and con- 
servatism. 

It is easy to conceive somewhat of 
a revolution in the southern indus- 
trial world should the cotton stalks 
proposition materialize, as it is ex- 
pected to do. Primarily, the southern 


profit from their annual ‘cotton out- 
put. In the individual instance 
advantage may not be very extensive, 
but in the aggregate southern wealth 
will benefit to a large degree. If the 
product of the stalk equals in quality 
that from wood pulp there is little 
doubt that it will largely supersede 
that commodity, or at least, divide a 
perceptible portion of the trade with 
it. It will, moreover, enjoy the dis- 
tinct handicap of greater cheapness 
as regards raw material, provided the 
calculations made work out to the an- 
ticipated conclusion. It is, of course, 
rather a far ery into the future, but 
from casual observation, at least, the 
idea here embodied appears to hold 
the possibility of turning a 
Stream of wealth into southern cof- 
fers, aside from the advantage to 
eouthern consumers of paper in the 
nearness of sources of supply. 

It will be remembered, in this con- 
nection, that the tremendous cotton 
seed by-products industry developed 
within a scant decade out of begin- 
nings hardly more assured than the 
one in the instance under discussion. 
The seed, with the exception of that 
feserved for replanting, constituted 
as vexatious a problem as the stalks 
do now. It ig among the possibilities 
that an industry built upon the utillf- 
zation of the latter may follow the 
parallel—a development which the en- 
terprising southern farmer and bust- 
ness man would most heartily 
come.

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HOWELL’S PROPOSITION ABOUT 
NEGRO APPOINTMENTS WHICH 
SMITH REFUSED TO ACCEPT 


One of the most dramatic features of the Albany debate 
occurred when Mr. Howell cornered Hoke Smith in regard 
to the latter’s negro appointments when he was secretary ot 
the interior. Mr. Smith had a good deal to say about the 
regro circular, denying the statements contained therein. 
Mr. Howell in answer ‘handed Mr. Smith a proposition in re- 
gard to the matter and defied him to sign it. Mr. Smith de- 
clined to sign. In other words he was afraid to submit to test 
proposed to-ascertain the facts in regard to the appointment 
of negroes. Mr. Howell’s proposition follows: 

(x.) I make the statement that comparatively few of the 
hezro appointments as listed in this disfranchisement circulag- 
were ever passed upon by the civil service commission, and 
that a majority of them were not even under the jurisdiction 
of the civil service commission. I will give one thousand dol- 
lars to Miss Berry’s school if Mr. Smith will show to the con- 
trary, provided he will agree to give one thousand dollars if 
he fails to do so. 

(2.) I will give one thousand dollars to Miss Berry’s 
school if Mr. Smith will show that the application of David 
M. Turner, Bishop Turner’s son—who was dismissed several 
times by republican administrations for drunkenness and in- 
competency—was ever passed upon by the civil service com- 
msision, or that the civil service commission requested his 
reinstatement—provided Mr. Smith will. give one thousand 
dollars if he fails to do so. | 

(3.) I will make the same proposition as regards the ap- 
pointment of Cornelius King, Bishop Turner’s son-in-law, to 
a one thousand-dollar position under Secretary Smith’s ad- 
ministration. 

(4.) I will offer still another one thousand dollars to Miss 
Berry’s school if he will show where the civil service com- 
mission asked to have John P. Turner, another son of Bishop 
Turner’s, transferred from the treasury department to the in- 
terior department, without the request for the transfer hav- 
ing first been made by Mr. Smith’s own department—pro- 
vided Mr. Smith will offer to pay one thousand dollars if he 
fails to prove to the contrary.
